At the same time, the budget pro- 
poses fee increases for all three seg 
ments, The legislative analyst says UC 
fees have risen by $975 a year, or 35 
percent, between 1992-93 and 1994 
95. Fees have nsen $276, or 21 percent 
at California State University and $180, 
Or 86 percent, al community colleges 

lhe proposed new fees for next fall 
would be $4,179 for UC, up from $3,799 
tus year, $1,740 for CSU, up from 
$1,584; and $450 for community col 
leges, up from $390 

Those fees do compare favorably 
with other public colleges, according 
the legislauve analyst. The report 
issucd last week says UC fees are $241 
less than the average of four large pub 
lic universities in other states. CSl 
fees are $1,046 lower that the average 
fees of 15 comparable public univers:

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Fighting to be heard 


In many areas, Sacramento State is umique 
in the 20-campus California State University 
system. We have Tom Hayden teaching an 
environmental studies class. We have the 
Center for California Studies. We have a 
nationally-recognized Schoo! of Business. We 
have cheerleaders that regularly win state- 
wide competitions. We have Gary Hart's 
Center for Educational Refonn. 

And we are also the only university with 
out a viable student-run radio station, 

KSSU -—~ also called the Apex — is the 
Campus radio siation supported by student 
fees. DJs can get course credit for their work, 
but nobody is paid. There is nu affiliation 
between the university's curriculum and the 
radio staion, }580 AM. The station’s tormat 
is. primarily rap and hip-hop. 

But nobody listens 

A scientific survey conducted by the Stare 
Hornet last month indicates that only 23 
percent of studenis even know the radio 
station’s call numbers, Further, the survey 
revealed that a full 86 percent of students 
never listen to the stauion 

Including Communications Deparunent 
Chairman Richard Crable. Crable, one of the 
few people on campus who can really turn the 
Apex around, says that he has never listened 
to the station. “I have no idea what they do 
there,” he said last week. 

Really? 

Crable’s lack of interest in the Apex is 
representative of the largest problem facing 
the radio station —- lack of university support. 
Financially, the university can and should 
allocate Insuuctionally Related Activity 
funds, student activities funds or student 
affairs funds to the radio station. 

But university support should run deeper 
than finances alone. 

Why does the Coffee House play KWOD 
and other radio stations during business hours 
and not the Apex? 

Why doesn't the University Union play the 
Apex during hours of operation? 

Why do callers from outside tic 
hear classical music piped in from

campus 
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and not the Apex” 
University-wide —~ from the Union to the 
classroom -- the student-run radio stauon 1s 


lacking vita! support. Stall, faculty and 
administration need to take responsibility for 
embracing the Apex. They need to solicit tt, 
promote it and listen to it 

And so does Associated Students Ine. 

ASI has, tor the past several years, allowed 
the student-run radio station to Operate with 
few regulations on the DJs and lackluster 
promotions. More diverse programming, a 
beter connecuon between the station and the 
Communications department aad more 
coverage of Campus news and events would 
improve the station greatly. 

Since summer, ASI has been working on 
obtaining a diftéfent freduehcy*-— totno ‘bvail. 
Now, ASI plans 9. ask two local Ingh schools 
(both of which have FM stauons) to give air 
time to CSUS students, Sharing with high 
school] stations 1s not an answer, though 
Students at CSUS need a radio station to call 
their own. 

ASI needs to make a commiuneni to the 
station — financially and philosophically — 
10 create a quality, popular radio station that 
students can learn from and be entertained and 
infonned by. 

Current ASI efforts just aren’t sufficient. 

At Monday night's ASI Board meeting, it 
became clear that there is a lack of focus on 
supporting a viable student-run radio stauon. 
A proposal for a student-run TV station was 
read to the board and ts now under consider- 
ation. 

TV? 

ASI has proven that it cannot legitimize a 
student-run radio stauion, and now is hardly 
the tine to throw a TV stauion into the mix 

ASI and the university need to take a long, 
hard look at the level of commitment they are 

nilling to put into a student-run radio station 
If they cannot commit —- truly commit — to 
providing a viable station, they should save 
our Money for better projects and drop th. 
radio Station altogether
